Sanitary report for Japan. 

Yokohama, November 29, 1897. 
Sir : I have the honor to forward herewith my regular report of infec- 
tious disease in Japan, for period November 9 to November 28, inclusive. 
In so doing I would call attention to the apparently increasing preva- 
lence of smallpox in the Hokkaido, at the chief port of which district, 
as the Government has no consular officer, there is no possibility of 
enforcing ante- embarkation precautions.
